The depressed areas bill cleared' the 
wenate in nimo.st e.'iactly tlie form iiHked by the I'resident. 
It now Boe.H lo the house, where a baiikinjr niibcommit- 
tee earlier yesterday approved a similar bill. Lcadem there 
hoped to act it tJtroiifrJi before the cntl of next week. The 
measure appears to hnvo 
more stronKth in the house 
thi.s year than in the past. 
The hou.se has cut down pre- 
vious .senate versions eub- 
stnntially. 

The bill would provide 300 mil- 
lion dollars In loans and U mil- 
lion dollars In grants to try lo 
attract neu.- lobtnaktnt; Itiduitilca 
to distressed communities. Soma 
fund.a al.to would be used lo re- 
tain workers and make economic 
studies.

BY LIGHT OF MOONLIGHTING 

All around the country the moonllRhtor— 
the man or woman who holds down two Jobs 
at once — has been drawing more atlcntlon, 
and some lire. 

Typical moonlighting: The oHlce clerk 
who drives a taxLot night; the tcucticc-who 
"■ Bclls Insurance; the oH-duty policeman who 
works In a store; the fanner who ^lUs his 
land In the late houri^^tcr hc'hos left his 
factory Job. 

The notion Is widely held that mast peo- 
ple hold two Jobs because they need the 
money to meet rising living costs. 

Actually the evidence Is mixed on that 
point. Even If it weren't, some authorities 
In city and state government ar« new say- 
ing tho moonlighters should give up their 
second jobs to cose unemployment In the 
current recession. 

Let's take a loolc at moonlighting and see 
whether that suggestion might In fact tend 
to spread the available work. 

A quick review shows that most double 
Job-holding Is practiced among farmers, 
teachers, lower echelon government work- 
ers, including policemen and firemen, and. 
construction worJicrs. Most of these fields 
are generally thought of as low paying, 

But government studies don't support 
Jully the Idea that people take on extra 
work Just to keep body and soul together. 
Many poorly paid people don't moonlight at 
■ Bll.~"And^Bomo~who-dO"aro" reasonably- well 
paid In their primary Jobs, even considering 
living costs. 

The studies Indicate that opportunity for 
extra work Is a big factor. Letter carriers, 
for Instance, can take on additional Jobs 
- becausoHielrworic BChedulB allowa it," One 
— In-every lO-does-flo.-The-aome-ls-true for 
many teachers, whoso teaching day may be 
relatively short. Yet a lot of people could 
never find tho time. 
~ TWouid' unem ployment' rautharpiy "Off IT 
"tta tW(nij'tiirGinnnilDn"TiiooniiBntersTai 
dently quit their second Jobs and opened 
them to others? 

Jobholdlng figures cast doubt on that 
Idea. In one month surveyed by government, 
_60 per cent of the moonlighters' second Jobs 
were foiind to be In farming or varlbiis' white 
collar occupations, with self-employment 
bulking heavily. In the some span, only 15 
per cent of the unemployed .fell In these 
categories. 

Furthermore, the long look shows that 
moonlighting rates, as a percentage of total 
employment, tend to hold fairly oven In 
both good times and bad. 

Seasoned appraisers thus question that 
to eliminate moonlighting would make any 
appreciable dent in unemployed ranks., 

Tho'fuller effect might be to leavo a lot 
_of useful .work .undone,^to_reduco,tho_flow. 
of money In the already thinned out na- 
tional jtrea'm, and to hurt those who really 
do need extra work to make ends meet, 



LETS NOT GET TEST-HAPPY 

Crowded condition of -our colleges has 
—alarmed £ome^tudcnts~who-aro-pres5lng-for- 
admlsslon. One harmful result seems to be 
an overemphasis In Secondary schools on 
tests for college entry. . 

Here and there, authorities In education 
are beginning to worry thot teachers In 
many places are thinking less about awak- 
ening young people to the wonders ol knowl- 
edge than they are. about preparing them 
for some test or other. 

A recent study ol testing programs, spon- 
sored by several different groups of school 
officials, disclosed that there arc more than 
20 of the national variety. 

Certain colleges of high reputation have, 
of coiirse, always demanded good test scores 
for aamlsslon. Now, however, others which 
never before Insisted on tests are doing so, 
hopeful that this Is the path .to greater 
prestige. ■ 

The whole thing Is piling up new costs 
In education, A student may consume two 
dozen hours and !20 In fees In tho testing 
iirocfSs. sraueiii'couiTHiorsnorieirspend'M 
much time administering tests they lack 
sufficient time for counseling. 

Numerous educators see In all this an nn- 
' happy trend, on unwise stress on "externals' 
at the expense of educatldn's hcaft and sub' 
stance — the arousing of student Interest In 
the solid content of their studies. 

Tliey fear something else. loo. Tlic ham- 
mering on tests tends to. sap the value of 
other factors to be weighed In Judging a stu- 
dent's potential for college.. 

Things that need always to be considered, 
in educators' judgment, are a student's full 
"record of scholastic performance, his char: 
actcr and temperament, his energy and In- 
— dU3ttyr:hla-wlU-to-ttchieYe-an d t o e xtr cl: 

To hang everything on a test score, to 
orient the student, the teacher dnd perhaps 
even the school curi'lculum toward test prep- 
aration. Is to take an extremely narrow view 
of thff student's needs and of the meaning 
of education, — 

We should heed the warning of those who 
— point out thls-dangcrrThB-schoollng of our 
young Is loo Important -for us to Uke the 
surface signs for the substance.
